■ Evcr>’ one who possesses an Irish hosjatals sweep* 
stake ticket or a receipt (or his (3.25, the price of 
a chance, is liable to a fine of $500 or six months' 
imprisonxnent. 

The seller or distributor risks much more serious 
penalties, including up to two ywira in the penitentiary. 

Nevertheless, millions not only contkme this 
illicit business, t>ut enthusiastically support It. 

There is no intention here to argue the morality 
nf the issue, but before we sanc|^onlously condemn 
those citiaens who participate in the Free State's 
iditerv let’s have a look at the whole picture. 

An> form of lotteiy, whether It be bingo or a 
raffle for a pri» Is technically a breach of the law, 
no matter whether it is for a church or chanty. 
However, local authorities have the power to grant 
exemptions. 

In many natitms sweepstakes 91 lotteries are per¬ 
fectly legal, frequently govemmeirt-operaled. Great 
Britain nins a king-sized sweepstake with Its premium 
l>on<^ 

If we piously pride ourselves on our morality by 
niaking participatlwi in sweepstakes illegal, what about 
horse race betting from which the governments benefit 
directly? Is such a wager as $2 on the of Black 
Heauty ai>y more acceptable than a $3.25 gamble In 
the Irish where, after all. the profits go to a particu* 
laiHy worthy .ause' 

There are those who might mainiain. even at the 
risk of offending the blue-stocking clement of our 
society, that the police forces of the country wwld 
be belter employed hunting dow n narcoucs umffickeni 
and white slavers, srsonists and bankruptcy procurere 
than chasing the little man with his book of Irish 
sweep tickeU or evan the big man who operates the 
distribution centre. 

Incidentally, there is no point m hKbng away that 
receipt for the li-teh sweep ticket Evaryone's name 
and addiass is on the little receipt book, remember, 
and that Is ample evidence to send a man to the 
pukey. 

Keeping It Well 

■TT IS in the famous ' Chrutmas Carol” that Charles 
1 Dickens gave to the worid a century and more 
ago that one may find these words: “It was said of 
him that he knew how to keep Christmas well if sny 
man alive possessed the knowledge." 

There are thousands of men, women and children 
In Victoria who in their res p ons e to the Colonist's

The new base. 200 miles noiih of the Union's nor¬ 
thern boundary, clearly is intended to be South Afrira’s 
first line of defence against the advance ot black Africa. 

When completed, it will transform the balance of 
militaiy' power in central Africa. South Africa’s mirage 
III-C fighter bombers aie a tiemendous improvement 
over the Rhodesian air force, and they are superior to 
Royal Air Force jets which recently ha%-e been moved 
to Zambia.

Since Zambian President Kenneth Kaunda an- 
nouiiced the existence of the airbaae, panic stories of 
South African bombers in uar readiness has'e diruiated 
through the country, which is Rhodesia's northern 
neighbor. 

Such rumors are premature, but since construclion 
the air strip began South African authorities have 
denied any military aims.

Garden Notes 
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Magic in the Soil? 


By >1. \. C'lirSNlT 

F'ur the past week or 10 iUl>'S. 
ChnsUnas cards tram readers ot this 
column have been arriving In ean*idtr> 
able numbers at our house, and my wife 
and 1 have*bcen deeidy touched by these 
warm expressions a( friendship fratn 
fotts we have never met penonaliy 

We were talking about this the 
other eming aa we sat together open¬ 
ing and reading theee charming cards, 
and my wife wondered if this happens 
in other walks and voeaticna of life 
or whether is is eocnelhlDg peculiar to 
gardening and horticulture. I have ofteo 
thought there must be same ttnuiie 
magi* In the eoil that foaten the spltit 
at neighborllsem and goodwUI between 
gardeners, for talks who love plants 
always seem to have a warm spot in 
their hearts lor their feUow man. toa 
We feal rathar subdued and more than 
a littia bumble to think that ao many 
readers should take time out trotn 
their busy peraceial aCfalrs to remember 
US In their Christmaa withes. 

I cant begin to reply to ail these 
greetings individually, but I DO want 
all my c o rteipcudanta to kaow that 
your kind thoughtfidness Is deep l y 
appreclatsd, and your cards have 


bnxight the wann glow o< the Christmas 
season into our hOfne. 

Lucky is ti>e gsnlenpri^who has Ihe 
Christmas Rose, Hellcborua nigrr, 
blooming in the garden, for this chaste 
and delicate flower is Ideal fur decorat¬ 
ing the Christmas dinner table. 

As a cut flower, the Chnstmas Rose 
is inclined to be temperamental. Some- 
timea they will last for days in watn. 
while on other occasions ^ey will wilt 
and droop in a matter of hours, and 
apparently fer no good reaann at all. 
I suspect this may be due to shock, 
for these plants have a marked dislike 
for sudden chango.i In temperature, 
either In their growing state or as a 
cut Bower. For Instance, flowers which 
have been grawing sturdily outdocra In 
the eddest teeather wiB flag and wilt 
when farwght into a warm room, and 
by the same token, if we bring forced 
UoDme frani under warm glass into 
cold air, the same thing happens. 

* * a 

The trick here is to let your flowers 
become acclimatised after cutting and 
before you arrange them. Qjt your 
bknms with a very sharp knife or an old 
raror blade ae as not to crush or 
bruise tiw Stans, and do not take any 


leaves at all with the flowers. Slit the 
etids of the stems and plunge them 
deeply in cool water, storing overnight 
in the coolest part of the house, then 
go ahead and make up your centre- 
piece or airangement 

Drafty conditions in the house are 
deadly to all cut flowers, but especially 
so to the Christmas Rose. Outdoors, 
tiiey can take anything the weather has 
to offer without turning a hair, but 
once In the house, they cannot abide a 
cold draft whistling down the back nf 
thrlr neck. .y

I don't understand why more folks 
don't cut English Ivy to use as Christ¬ 
mas greenery in the house. Ivy is a 
rampant grower and the vinra wtU 
actually benefit from a drastio outting. 
and while the leavaa may not ba too 
attractive at first tight, this li becauaa 
they are begrimed and mud-aprashed 
at this time et the year. Onoe they 
have their facca washed, their true 
bMuty is revealed. 

Ivy benefits from a bit of condition¬ 
ing. too. Slit the stems up two Inches 
and oanplelely submerge both stems 
AND foliage In walar overnight before 
arranging.

Duetkowtd had 
heard of suit-preference rignals too. ao he went up with 
dummy’s club ao^, dropped East's stiff king and 
daimed his contraid. 

Quiet defence could probably have been successful. 
If East wins the heart opening and pasalvMy returns 
a truitq), declarer almost surely will take the dub 
finesse and lose the slam.
